@ Plainridge Race Course (horses), 
in Plainville. President and owner Cary 
Piontkowski is viewed with a certain wari- 
ness in some political circles. Piontkowski 
also is perceived to be close to US Senator 
Scott Brown, in whose former State 
Senate district the track is located. 


Raynham Park (dogs), 
Raynham. Owner George Carney and 
family are considered less controversial 
than Piontkowski, and they appear to be 
more active contributing political 
campaigns. 


The compromise bill passed last 
weekend incorporated the three-region 
casino plan from the Senate bill, and 
two slots licenses for race tracks from 
the earlier House version. 

Governor Deval Patrick announced late 
last week that was willing accept 
one slots-exclusive license, but only if it 
was open competitive bidding beyond 
the race tracks. DeLeo insists that his 
Tacino provisions constitute such a com- 
petitive bid, since the state has four tracks 
and only two racino licenses. The problem 
that only two the race tracks intend 
bid those licenses.

Their plan far the best way 
harness casino gaming provide jobs and 
generate public revenues in this, the worst 
economic crisis in a lifetime. 

The Phoenix would prefer to see the state 
develop three regional casinos with no 
racinos. The more upscale the gambling 
facility, the greater is the chance to pig- 
gyback its marketing on a sophisticated 
campaign to attract tourist dollars to other 
recreational and cultural sites. Patrick is 
right: if Massachusetts is to take an his- 
toric step and expand gaming beyond the 
current lottery, it should do so properly. 

That said, stronger case for stand- 
alone slots can be made, let someone 
make it. But under any circumstances, 
those slots should be subject to competi- 
tive bidding. No-bid slot licenses for tracks 
are nothing more than corporate welfare. 

The public justifiably angered that 
nothing came this this session. But 
rather than indict the entire legislature or 
blame Patrick, the public should focus 
the House Representatives and its leader.

This is starting to get creepy. 

In yet another bizarre and disturb- 
ingly violent home-invasion story involving 
college athletes, two 21-year-old basketball 
players from Drexel University were arrest- 
after allegedly robbing apart- 
ment Philadelphia. 

Jamie Harris and Kevin Phillip, both 
native New Yorkers, were charged after 
they allegedly went into an apartment with 
guns drawn looking for money and came 
out with nothing but two cell phones.

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New Orleans, Clara Gerica is in her 
usual spot: beneath small, blue tent 
the Crescent City Farmers Market in the 
well-to-do Uptown neighborhood. 

She’s already sold out of shrimp, drum- 
fish filets, and peeled crab meat — al 
fresh caught her husband Pete, pack- 
aged, and hauled to market in the half-ton 
pick-up truck backed the stall. 

But she still has some jumbo lump 
crab meat, plucked from the hind legs. 
And this, she insists, is the best stuff. 

“Oh, it’s like heaven,” says Gerica, 57, 
with laugh that shakes her big frame. 

Her chuckle, though, does little quell 
the anxiety that hangs over the market 
this afternoon. It is Day 77 of the BP oil 
disaster and tar balls have just been found 
in one of Pete’s prime fisheries, Lake 
Pontchartrain — a brackish, 630-square- 
mile estuary just north of the city. 

For the people of New Orleans, already 
driven to distraction by the spill, this is a 
painful turn. The lake, connected the 
Gulf of Mexico by a series of waterways, is 
far enough from the blowout that many 
believed it would remain untouched. 
Gerica’s customers, feeling the approach of 
the crude, buy with a sort of desperation. 

“Who knows when we'll get it again,” 
says middle-aged woman, picking 
container of the crab meat. “I just want 
to cry.” 

For the Gericas, the spill comes after 
an extraordinarily hard stretch. Five years 
ago, the family hunkered down along 
the southern rim of the lake to ride out 
Hurricane Katrina — and watched the 
storm obliterate their house and every- 

hing they owned. 

Pete had to pry his 77-year-old mother 
loose from the debris and lash her toa 
tree to keep her from drowning. Clara 
floated away on a door, separated from 
her family for seven hours. 

It was only recently that life seemed 
reaching some kind equilibrium. 
Pete, who has been living in a trailer on 
the family property for five years, is close 
to completing a new house. This spring, 
he was expecting the first good crab run 
since Katrina. 

But fishery closures connected to the

Add rising fuel prices, politically 
powerful recreational-fishing industry

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see why Louisiana’s complement 
licensed commercial fishermen has dipped 
from nearly 30,000 in 1987 to fewer than 
13,000 today. 

Now, with that depleted fleet sud- 
denly idled by the spill, the stress has 
intensified and rippling Louisiana’s 
grand food chain: from dock, shucking 
house, to kitchen, putting oystermen, 
distributors, and chefs under siege. 


THINK WE’RE TROUBLE’ 

It’s a Wednesday morning in Golden Mead- 
ow, Louisiana, a small town straddling 
Bayou Lafourche about two hours south of 
New Orleans. 

Wilbert Collins, 72, leads a visitor 
through house his family has owned for 
years, on a small patch of land along Route 
1. His son, Levy Collins Ill, and grandson, 
Levy Collins IV, are camped out here for 
the time being. been drifting from 
place to place since Katrina destroyed their 
home in nearby Grand Isle, carrying away 
Bibles and family photos.

Things looked so bad, in 
fact, that by late last week 
several well-informed politi- 
cal operatives speculated to 
the Phoenix that, if the session 
ended without a signed casino 
bill, DeLeo’s hold the speak- 
ership could be in jeopardy. 

And in fact, House 
Democrats confirm that 
the two most likely succes- 
sors — Majority Leader James 
Valley and Ways and Means 
Chair Charles Murphy were 
openly courting supporters

members say, however, that the maneuvering was based 
more on the belief that DeLeo would retire after this year; 
they not expect direct challenge DeLeo. 

Some argue that DeLeo did better the negotiations 
than some give him credit for — noting, for instance, 
that the House was perfectly happy pass most the 
“concessions” Murray won. “DeLeo didn’t give 
anything was opposed to,” says Scott Ferson, consul- 
tant with Liberty Square Croup, who represents Native 
American gaming interests. 

And the House didn’t give everything, long 
shot. The Senate got watered-down version sentencing 
reform, and agreed pass sales-tax holiday. Murray’s 
ambitious health-care cost bill was stripped down 
measures targeted just for small businesses. The “right- 
to-repair” auto-insurance bill which had passed unani- 
mously the Senate was left die for the session.

For Patrick, the political fallout last week mixed.

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NOCHE 


SOLID APPETIZERS AND LATE-NIGHT MENU, 
JUST TOO CONSERVATIVE FOR THE THEATRE DISTRICT

Despite a year of planning, Noche 

still needs to find its niche. As it 
is, it seems to be rattling around in the 
big-shoes-to-fill of its predecessor in the 
space, Icarus, one of the first fine South 
End bistros. Its two good ideas are inter- 
esting appetizers to have with drinks, 
and late hours (bar menu 
nightly until 1 am). 

Much else at Noche is good 
but generic. The entrées are 
intended to feature “mod- 
ern techniques with ethnic 
twists.” However, they are 
basically conservative plates of 
what everyone in America or- 
ders when they eat out: steak, chicken, 
and seafood. Considering decent price 
points, this could be a training-wheels 
restaurant for young diners out, but not 
this close to the Theater District. Our 
theatergoers are an older and more so- 
phisticated crowd, and we've corrupted 
them utterly with Teatro, Bina Osteria, 
Blu, Troquet, Pigalle, Via Matta, Er- 
baluce, Avila, Rustic Kitchen, Market, 
and Masa (right around the corner). 
Noche just can't play in that league, 
and yet neither is it ready to take on the 
top-level chains of Park Square: Legal 
Seafoods, McCormick & Schmick's, and 
maybe Fleming's Steakhouse. And then 
there’s Chinatown. Don’t talk to me 
about Chinatown. 

To fight that kind of power, the 
owners of Noche brought in a chef from 
South Beach: Reginald Collier, coming 
from a stretch heading Miami’s Dorako 
Sushi. | bet they hired him on one dish, 
the best tuna tartare ($15) in Boston. 
It’s an obvious cylinder, topped with 
pink bluefin burger, but sitting on a

brilliant green layer of avocado, cilan- 
tro, and citrus. 

I think Collier lucked into his other 
knockout appetizer. To fatten up checks, 
Noche has that steakhouse trick of of- 
fering vegetables and starches on the 
side (all $7). One is the classic creamed 
spinach with some nutmeg, a 
nice nod to the old timers. Prob- 
ably for a staff meal or a snack, 
someone stuffed some of that 
and some cheese into a roasted 
tomato. However it got there, 
it’s on the appetizer menu now 
($6), and it is so good! 

The fennel salad ($9) is 
excellent: very thin-shaved fennel 
bulb mixing sweet and sharp with aru- 
gula and just teasing little bits of goat 
cheese. And I enjoyed the churrasco 
skewers ($9), five mini-satay flattened 
on wood skewers, with an Argentine- 
style green sauce. 

The bread is dense and slightly sour- 
dough, in cubes like focaccia. It takes 
well to the whipped sweet butter, and 
decently to mopping up bits of tuna 
tartare. 

We had a long pause for entrées — 
odd for a restaurant three-quarters emp- 
ty. New Zealand lamb chops ($24) were 
two thick but small porterhouse chops, 
medium rare as ordered, standing up on 
a few Lyonnaise potatoes (another nod to 
the old steakhouses) with an underdone 
apple-chutney-sort-of on top. 

Bowtie pasta ($15) was in a cream 
sauce with chopped asparagus and a lot 
of truffle oil — like 10 percent of readers, 
I lack receptors for the musky aroma of 
truffles. For a truffle lover, this could be 
ecstasy on the cheap. 
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Our choice of steaks was petit fillet 
($30) with Manchego mashed potatoes 
(also available as a side dish for $7) and 
some herbed butter. It came medium as 
ordered, and was tastier than many of 
the tender cuts. The potatoes were ter- 
rifically smooth and flavored just subtly 
by the Spanish sheep cheese. 

Seared scallops ($21) were rescued 
from cliché by a topping of coriander 
seed, and set on thick asparagus in a ca- 
per sauce, The same asparagus is avail- 
able fried tempura style as a side dish 
($7). The best buy among the sides we 
tried was wild mushrooms ($7), a large 
bowlful, mostly shitake and oysters, 
enough for table four. 

Noche has a lot of cocktails, and 

a good wine list, but the staff do not 


= know it well. After a discussion of want- 


ing something with a sweet nose, we 


> ordered a bottle of 2009 Peter Lehmann 


riesling ($39), a fine wine with food, 


% but with the tart and mineral flavors of 


a real Chablis rather than the spicy and 
floral aromas of a German or Alsatian 
riesling. I thought it was served too cold 
and might open up as it warmed. Nope. 
The list also spells the name wrong and 
our bottle was vintage 2008. (I don’t 
overemphasize this, since reader Paul 
Blackburn caught my mistake of two 
weeks ago, describing Cuinness stout as 
a dark lager when it is an ale.) 

Desserts need work. Sorbet trio ($6) 
turned out to be a duo of strawberry 
(quite good) and mango-lime (better 
than it sounds). But a chocolate s’more 
symphony ($8) was only adequate 
for chocolate addicts, with too much 
cream. Much the same verdict on ti- 
ramisu ($6), served in a ramekin; and 
berry cake ($7), which had thin biscuit 
layers with cream and berries in vertical 
form. So five years ago. 

The windowless room has a golden 
light that may favor dating couples, but 
the décor is brushed steel, black, white, 
and beige — moderne but colorless.

Barnes, another young New York 
original, is in her late 30s, a couple of years 
younger than Gutierrez. She’s just seri- 
ous about making dances that reflect our 
lives, but she looks catastrophe she’d 
been there and gotten over it. Her dances 
are funny, unexpected, and endearing. 

She premiered Mostly Fanfare, which was 
commissioned by Jacob’s Pillow and made 
part with Pillow Creative Residency 
grant. Set jazz-backed ballads sung 
Nina Simone, the dance introduced us 
three performers indeterminate cir- 
cumstances. They wear short black skirts, 
white camisoles, and two-foot high white 
ostrich plumes their heads. Linked 
together perfect unison, they move for- 
ward with tiny steps proud phalanx, 
they were leading flock swans. 
When one of them stumbles, the other two 
move without wincing. Like everything 
else on the program, this dance was about 
carrying on regardless. 

The stumbler Bass left behind 
as Barnes and Bydwell trundle away, and 
she continues the choreography, which 
this point consists swoopings and 
squattings and large gestural statements. 
Just she nears one side the space, 
cardboard carton dropped into her arms 
invisible deliverer.

MARK RUWEDEL PEM, JEROME LIEBLING THE CURRIER

The tracks run side by side across cracked, 
dried mud. They look as if they could 
have been made after last night’s rain, by 
some giant beasts heading off toward the 
scrub and the rocky hills in the distance. 
But this black-and-white photo by Mark 
Ruwedel is deceptive. In fact, these tracks 
are millennia-old brontosaur footprints 
turned to stone, a frozen record of a pair 
or group of beasts, perhaps following the 
shore of a large shallow lake, now long 
since vanished, near what today is the Pur- 
gatoire River in Colorado. 

For 15 years, Ruwedel has wandered be- 
tween his home in Long Beach, California, 
and Texas, photographing dinosaur tracks 
and ancient human footpaths winding 
across arid desert moonscapes. “Imprints,” 
organized at Salem’s Peabody Essex Mu- 
seum curator Phillip Prodger, collects 
his large-format photos for rumina- 
tion on time. 

Chocolate Mountains, A Ceremonial Trail on an 
Ancient Terrace (2001) records shimmering 
footsteps heading toward jagged peaks. Ru- 
wedel is a master of using fine black-and- 
white tones bring out textures. (He’s not 
as sharp with color.) A 1996 photo from that 
same California region reveals a faint trail, 
seemingly pressed smooth by use, through 
a field of gravel and boulders. Some photos 
show rocks arranged in ling lines to 
resemble snakes at Sears Point near the Gila 
River in Arizona. Ancient sauropod tracks 
look been pressed into the stone 
floor of a notch at Moccasin Mountain in 

tah by the weight of the massive, long- 
necked, four-legged dinosaurs. 

One 1996 photo shows a mysterious stair- 
way carved into smooth cliff and leading 
scrubby desert plain Chaco Canyon 
in New Mexico. It’s an uncanny sight, puls- 
ing with questions about who built and 
when and why? It’s called the Jackson Stair- 
way, after William Henry Jackson, who pho- 
tographed the area the late 1800s part 
the Geological Survey. But it’s believed 
have been carved into the rock between 
850 and 1250 AD by the Chacoan people, 


who cleared remarkably wide straight roads 
across the desert and cut stairways mesas 
that got in their way. 

In part, Ruwedel is carving out a Venn 
diagram intersection between 1970s Land 
Art and 19th-century Geological Survey 
photos that mapped the West, opening it up 
for trains and white settlers and displacing 
Native Americans. Railroad cuts through 
mountains reminded him of Earthworks 
like Michael Heizer’s Double Negative, 
trench carved across a Nevada canyon in 
the 1960s. And that got him thinking about 
how the traces people leave the land 
veal their thinking, their values.

TWENTY YEARS AFTER BLACK PLANET, CHUCK 
CONTINUES FIGHT THE POWERS THAT

Don’t call comeback tour. 

a Public Enemy reunion. Even if 
you snoozed on their last few discs and 
festival romps across five continents, 
Chuck D and Flavor Flav have perpetually 
marched forth in raucous righteous- 
ness. Not even the latter’s gig as a VH1 
sideshow held back the locomotive. 
When you're hip-hop’s longest-lasting 
instrument for change, with a celebra- 
tion-worthy catalogue, eternal vigilance 
is the price of liberty. 

“Just because we're not in the United 
States doesn’t mean that doing 
something,” Chuck tells me from Long 
Island, explaining how Fear Black Plan- 
et will be immortalized at the House of 
Blues this Monday. “The typical journal- 
ist still asks what got us back together, 
but we never stop touring. In 2007, it 
was 20 years of the group existing. Then 
in 2008, it was 20 years of It Takes a Nation 
Millions Hold Back. Then 2009, 
was years ‘Fight the Power.’ And 
now this.” 

Although the positive arche- 
type, Chuck D is hardly content, and 
he likely never will be. Public Enemy 
have achieved more road success than 
any other rap group ever, but fans, ac- 
colades, and tour rewards don’t come 
vacuum, and the one-time Air America 
host recognizes dire socio-political reali- 
ties perhaps better than his contempo- 
Not hate Ice Cube, but 
appears have changed his opinion 
Tinseltown since recording “Burn Hol- 
lywood Burn” with Public Enemy two 
decades ago. Chuck took more revolu- 
tionary routes, spitting rhymes for jus- 
tice, volunteering, and schooling folks 
hip-hop and progressive values the 
lecture circuit. 

Despite their ties the foundation, 
however, would imprudent count 
Public Enemy out the multimedia mar- 
athon. Many the conversations Chuck 
leads at colleges pertain to technology, 
and his group wear badge honor 
their status one the first rap acts 
have an interactive Web site, in the late 
"90s. Long Island’s rebel outfit has always 
fed off grassroots for some time before 
Flav became cable’s most unlikely gigolo, 
Public Enemy relied on uncensored online 
avenues for exposure. 

At the same time, Chuck, who uses 
Twitter to push thoughts and music, will 
never become Dee. All the social 
networking muscle in the world, he says, 
useless unless you have important 
news share. “Some people are tweet- 
ing about how they just got out cab.

People think they’re mak- 
ing their own decisions — and I know it 
fills their time— but can’t part 
that. Still, at the same time, Prince said 
best: ‘If you’re not top technology, 
then technology will top you.’ It’s 
like swimming— you have to stay afloat, 
or just stay far away from it on your own 
little island.” 

Since everybody else does, I didn’t 
bother asking Chuck about the odd juxta- 
position of him and the spaz with the gi- 
ant clock around his neck. For any serious 
Public Enemy fan, the significance has 
always been obvious: Flav is the cheese to 
Chuck’s macaroni — the promise of a buzz 
that makes the medicine go down a little 
easier. Chances are that Public Enemy 
would sell out the House of Blues and ev- 
ery other venue even Flav didn’t have 
promiscuous harem. But this evolving 
entertainment landscape, no buzz hurts, 
and Chuck has always gladly pounded all 
and any open eardrums.

Sifting through music discs for liter- 


| ‘Oe references can often bear scant 


fruit. Many bands try to borrow some 
fleeting authorial gravitas, but rarer 
the outfit whose songs actually echo the 
voice of a given author in musical steps 
that mimic the page. Young writers are 
taught to copy out the works of their in- 
fluences by hand; bands play covers. It 
enables them to inhabit the space of their 
predecessors. That’s essentially what 
minimalist dream-pop outfit Memory- 
house have done with Virginia Woolf, 
translating her language into their own 
analogous musical forms. 

The Ontario duo’s most recent 
release, The Years EP (Danger Village), 
takes its title from Woolf’s temporally 
experimental novel. Their “To the Light- 
house” and “The Waves” borrow ac- 
cordingly. The songs here — small-scale 
sketches shifting perspective, overlap- 
ping voices, and stream-of-conscious 
somnolence are built with little more 
than reverberating guitar, clouds 
zthereal static, and singer Denise Nouvi- 
on’s washed-out exhalations. Woolf her- 
self similarly appealed the ear: “The 
wave paused, and then drew out again, 
sighing like a sleeper whose breath 
comes and goes unconsciously.”

says 23-year-old Evan Abeele, the com- 
poser half Memoryhouse. The band’s 
name itself homage the neo-clas- 
sical album by composer Max Richter.

“The sense of nostalgia, but also 
the sense desolation.” The passage, like 
Memoryhouse’s music, represents the 
movement time, suggesting death and 


loss and loneliness. 

“Slee p Pa tterns” is loosely based 
on Mrs. Dal loway. “Water stains on the 
pillow where | lay my head, will they 
say that I was sleeping when awake?”, 
Nouvion sings in a voice of haunted iso- 
lation. It’s old Clarissa herself come to 
chill-wave life. 

The emotional undulations Nouvion 
expresses on “Sleep Patterns” coalesce 
into one perspective, even when the 
point view shifting. definitely 
feel like with alternating voices there’s 
duality with what being said and 
what is being sung,” says Abeele, who 
acknowledges how precious much of 
this could sound. He himself calls the 
band’s efforts pop music. song like 
‘Lately’ ‘To the Lighthouse’ could 
seen like a dry recollection of a time 
past trauma, kind hopeful and 
more buoyant. Everyone has their own 
interpretation it. Some people find 
really comforting, and guess others 
find it really depressing.” 

The Memoryhouse project began 
roughly a year ago, as an attempt to blur 
the lines of genre identity. Abeele was 
writing classical ambient pieces, and 
Nouvion would use photographs create 
synthesis between image and sound. 
Today, their live show incorporates col- 
lages found video footage that weave 
narrative throughout the performance. 
To wade into the band’s stream is to be- 
come undone in terms of temporal logic. 
It’s nostalgic, but for vaguely unknown 
experience. “When people think music 
today, they try to compartmentalize it 
into different genres,” Abeele concludes. 
“I think the sound we have right now fits 
out time. It’s something that could 
have happened many years ago, but it 
also sounds contemporary.”

val offered a wealth of riches, weather 
included, with a well-chosen mix of young 
and old talent performing three stages, 
topped off each day by a revered throat-can- 
cer survivor: John Prine Saturday and Levon 
Helm Sunday. 

The definition of “folk” for the weekend 
was generous too. On Saturday you had teen- 
age bluegrass multi-instrumentalist Sarah 
Jarosz (who had performed with Steve Martin 
the festival-opening concert the night 
before) leading off the Harbor Stage op- 
posite singer-songwriter Nneka’s Fort Stage 
mix soul and hip-hop. Later on, singer- 
songwriter Brandi Carlile would covering 
“Folsom Prison Blues” the Fort Stage while 
on the Quad Stage (inside the Fort) the heav- 
ily tattoo’d bassist Jesse Newman hopped like 
a madman as he contributed to the tight, 
frenzied musicianship the punk-folk group 
O’Death. And three of Sunday’s most killer 
acts were the indie-folk ensemble Edward 
Sharpe the Magnetic Zeros (whose perfor- 
mance required modifying the Harbor Stage 
to accommodate an overflow crowd), the soul 
group Sharon Jones and the Dap-Kings, and 
the Preservation Hall Jazz Band. 

Three simultaneously operating stages 
not to mention the engagingly edgy Provi- 
dence brass band What Cheer? Brigade, 
which marched through the festival grounds 
at random intervals and on Sunday led Elvis 
Perkins Dearland off the stage and ona 
raucous parade across the grounds some- 
times meant hard choices. Late Saturday 
afternoon, you had Los Angeles country- 
rock group Dawes the Quad Stage, arty 
multi-instrumentalist Andrew Bird on the 
Fort Stage, and 87-year-old folk legend Doc 
Watson on the Harbor Stage. Bird was backed 
for part his set Calexico, the group 
who'd preceded him. But for much of his 
performance, it was just Bird and his violin

Yames, who had played quiet, 
primarily solo set earlier in the day, traded 
verses with the headliner Prine’s “All 
the Best.” Prine also slipped political 
commentary via his Vietnam-era “But Your 
Flag Decal Won’t Get You into Heaven Any- 
more.” “For some reason or other,” he told 
the crowd, “this song away.” 

Tao Rodriguez-Seeger added some poli- 
tics on Sunday with tunes associated with 
his grandfather Pete Seeger. First came 
his band’s up-tempo cover “Bring 
Home.” Later, he closed out the Preserva- 
tion Hall Jazz Band set by leading the crowd 
“We Shall Overcome.” Other guest vocal- 
ists for a tune or two apiece on that crowd- 
pleasing, generation-mixing set included 
Daniel Martin Moore, Cory Chisel, Bird, 
and Yames.

And, according their Web 
site, “alumni are currently working game 
designers, producers, and executives 
number game studios, including Elec- 
tronic Arts, Activision, and Midway.” 

MIT has long history with games; 
alumnus Steve Russell created one the 
first-ever computer games, Spacewar! you 
need more recent examples, Eran Egozy 
and Alex Rigopulos graduated from MIT 
before co-founding Harmonix together. 
Rob Jagnow, founder of Lazy 8 Studios, 
earned his PhD there. Not mention that 
Half Life 2's bad-ass protagonist Cordon 
Freeman got his fictional PhD from MIT 
(no promises about post-grad entry-level 
jobs with Black Mesa, though). 

NORTHEASTERN UNIVERSITY offers two- 
course graduate certificate game design; 
the first class called Programming Foun- 
dations, and the second is Foundations of 
Digital Storytelling. The school also offers 
similar certificate programs for 3-D anima- 
tion and interactive design. 

Those offerings may seem slim, but 
Northeastern’s Creative Industries pro- 
gram also offers degrees various ele- 
ments game design. For example, they 
offer bachelor fine arts program dig- 
ital arts and interactive media, ora BFAin 
graphic design and interactive media. You 
could also pair the interactive media half 
with music technology, or with computer 
science, for bachelor science. Check

different certificate programs. Their 3-D 
animation and interactive media certifi- 
cate takes two full-time terms complete, 
four terms part-time.

Paolo Bacigalupi’s first novel, The 

Windup Girl (Nightshade Books), won 
the Nebula and the Hugo Awards for best 
novel and the Compton Cook Award for best 
first novel, and was listed among Time’s 
“Ten Best” books of 2009. It follows a set of 
characters through a series of ever-tenser cir- 
cumstances in 23rd-century Bangkok. This is 
not a good time to be alive: global warming 
has flooded much the world, and plagues 
and diseases like cibiscosis and blister rust 
keep mutating, destroying entire countries. 
Most original genetic material has been 
lost, supplanted manufactured plants. 
And “calorie companies,” whose 
bioterrorism is mostly respon- 
sible for these disasters, run the 
world. caught with Baciga- 
lupi at Readercon 21 last month 
in Burlington. 


THE WINDUP GIRL HAS BEEN YOUR 
BIG BREAK, AND YOU'VE BEEN
